For the second year in a row, the 
Greater Romulus Chamberof Commerce 
will sponsor a special appearance of the 
Franzen Brothers Circus in the City of 
Romulus.

: high: into the air to. erect a tent that will — 


seat 1,200 people by showtime! On the 
morning of lastyear's circus, many people 
were seated on lawn chairs and blan- 
kets, under the shade of the tall oak 
trees, watching this spectacular display. 
(There's no charge to watch the setup.) 

The circus midway will once again 
be an impressive site. One attraction will 
be the petting zoo, which will open at 
3:30 p.m. — one hour before the first 
show. Admission to the petting zoo is $1, 
but lots.of folks will be able to enjoy the 
zoo at no cost thanks to free passes 
which have been distributed among many 
Romulus churches, service organiza- 
tions, and businesses. Also beginning at 
3:30 p.m. will be pony rides ($1 each) 
and elephant rides ($2 each). A conces- 
sion stand will be available to serve a 

variety of refreshments. 

Children will have a chance to win a 
prize at this years circus by entering a 
coloring contest. Color the picture of 
Jellybean the Clown (copies have been 
distributed to the Romulus elementary 
schools, and are also available at Romu- 
lus IGA, Romulus Library, andthe Cham- 
beroffice), bringitto the circus, andhand 
it in as you enter the tent. Jellybean 
himself will award three prizes at each 
show. You must be present to win. 

Whenthe show begins inside the big 
top, you and your family will be treated to 
a variety of entertainment, including 
clowns, aerialists, magicians, elephants, 
lions, tigers, horses, Appaloosa ponies, 
camels, llamas, and more. Last year's 
show was excellent, and this year's per- 
formance promises to be even better. 
Wayne Franzen, a former industrial-arts 

teacher, is living his dream by presenting 


this circus for the twentieth year in a row. 

This year also happens to mark the 
two-hundredth anniversary of the first 
circus performance in America, which 
occurred onApril3, 1793, in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. To commemorate the 
event, the US Post Office has issued four 
stamps which feature a clown, an aerial- 
ist, a ringmaster, and an elephant. 

By the following day, the circus will 
once againbe amemory as it disappears 
and moves on to the next town. The 
Franzen Brothers Circus performs seven 
days aweek, nine months out of the year. 

Due to the overwhelming success of 
last year's Circus, we are anticipating a 
large turnout for each show. The Cham- 
ber, which will receive part of the pro- 
ceeds from ticket sales to use for its 
various community projects, will benefit 
most from advance-ticket sales — and 
you'llbenefit by purchasing advance tick- 
ets, too, since they are being offered ata 
discounted price.

Bill Would Require BCBSM 
To Meet Federal Standards on 
Medicare Supplemental Policies 


Medicare supplemental policies sold 
by Blue Cross Blue Shield of Michigan 
would be required to meet Federal stan- 
dards under a bill that was introduced on 
May 20 by State Representative Gregory 
Pitoniak (D—Taylor). Medigap policies 
soldby commercial insurers already have 
to meet these standards because of a 
law which was enacted during the last 
session. 

"Someone said that, when it comes 
to buying a Medigap policy, ‘one plus one 
equals too much'," said Pitoniak. "Yet it's 
been estimated that about 25% of sen- 
iors have more thanone Medicare supple- 
mental policy." 

House Bill 4811 would require that 
all Blue Cross Blue Shield of Michigan 
agents find out whether prospective buy- 
ers are eligible for Medicare and, if so, 
whether they already have Medigap poli- 
cies. If there is an existing policy, the 
agent would have to offer the buyer a 
comparison of it with the new one under 
consideration. These provisions would 
eliminate both duplicative policies and 
those that were unnecessary in the first 
place. 

The billwould also require Blue Cross 
Blue Shield of Michigan to offer one 
Medigap policy that covers only the Medi- 
care supplemental core benefits. Other 


policies containing the core benefits plus 

other benefits could also be sold, but 

they would be required to comform to the 

10 policies that are set out in the 

standards. 

"We know that some agents have 
taken advantage of the elderly by selling 
them worthless policies," said Pitoniak. 
"In conjunction with the bill passed last 
year, my bill should put a stop to this 
practice." 

HB 4811 contains other consumer- 
protection measures, too, including the 
following. 

* Medigap policies couldn't exclude 
certain diseases. 

e Medigap policies couldn't duplicate 
Medicare benefits. 

* There could be no waiting period or 
conditions for coverage required if a 
person applies for the policy within 
the first six months from his/her sixty- 
fifth birthday. 

* Subscribers would have the right to 
return the policy within 30 days and 
receive a refund. 

« An applicant would have the right to 
continue coverage if the application 
is filed within 90 days before or after 
his/her sixty-fifth birthday or 180 days 
after losing coverage under a group 
policy.

Work and the Single Parent 


Adapted by Judy Ramsey from Taking 
Care of Yourself: Strategies for Single 
Parents, Parlay International, Emeryville, 
CA, © 1990 

Like all working parents, single par- 
ents must juggle their family and jobs. 
The difference lies in the fact that they 
must do it alone. Here are some ideas 
about how to handle things if you are a 
single parent. 

Single-parent families have to be 
more organized than families with two 
parents. There is no other adult to pick up 
the slack. When you're the only one re- 
sponsible, you can't afford to be careless. 

The first place to organize is your 
house. Have a good system for doing 
chores like laundry, shopping, meals, 
and cleanup. Take time to teach children 
how to do simple jobs before you ask 
them to help. Trade yard chores or repair 
jobs with other single parents or hire 
someone to do these if you can afford it. 

Fine-tune your talking and listening 
skills so that you can get information you 
need from your children and baby-sitter. 
This means being able to ask really good 
questions and waiting for the answers. A 
_ breakdown in communication may sig- 
nal trouble. Be on the lookout for danger 
signs before things get out of control. 


When you get stuck, think about the 
things that you would like to change. 
Single parents often have more choices 
than they may realize, but their ability to 
think about different ways to do things 
may be as low as their energy level. Talk 
with others about how many ways a 
problem could be solved. Take time to 
daydream -— during lunch, in the bathtub, 
or on a walk with your child. Free your 
mind so that you can explore what you 
want to do. 

It may be impossible to find time 
alone, but try to save something for your- 
self. You can recharge your energy by 
listening to music while you drive or by 
reading if you take a bus. Stop for a cup 
of coffee; take a five-minute walk; get up 
15 minutes early. Trade off baby-sitting 
time with other parents to get an evening 
off or a weekend away. Single parents 
may feel that they "owe" their children all 
their free time, but they will be better 
parents for taking a break. 

Being the only one to raise your 
children sometimes lowers your sense 
of humor. Try to keep a healthy view of 
things, It's important for children to see 
their parents be silly and have fun. If you 
need to, calla friend to complain, iauolh 
and get support.

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Campgrounds Look Forward to 1993 


More than 90% of the 198 camp- 
ground operators surveyed for the AAA 
Michigan Commercial Campground 
Guide expect 1993 to be a good year, 
with prices virtually unchanged from a 
year ago. 

State park officials agree, saying that 
80% to 90% of the reserved sites in the 
Lower Peninsula were filled at least a 
week ahead of time forthe Memorial Day 
weekend, although approximately 10 
sites in the northern half of the Lower 
Peninsula had vacancies. State parks 
reserve up to 75% of their sites. 

Last year—when inclement weather 
kept many campers home — State-park 
campers numbered 4.9 million, a nine- 
percent decrease from 1991. 

"If the weather cooperates, 1993 
should be a banner year," said Peter 
Erickson, AAA Michigan's member ser- 
vices director, who reported that 75% of 
private campsite operators expect to fill 
for the July 4 holiday and 62% expect to 
fillfor Labor Day. "With more than 90,000 
campsites, this state has a wide variety 
of locales to choose from." 

The average price is $13 per night at 
the commercial campgrounds surveyed. 
Prices range from $7 to $25 per night. 

State-park camping fees have in- 
creased $1 over 1992, with costs rang- 
ing from $6 for a primitive site to $14 for 
one with modern amenities. This does 
not include amotor-vehicle permit, which 
is $3.50 daily or $18 annually. Motor 
vehicle permits may be purchased at any 
Meijer location's sporting-goods depart- 
ment. Campers may charge State camp- 
ground fees on VISA or MasterCard. 

Ericksonrecommends that campers 
make reservations as early as possible, 
especially for the holidays and late July, 
when many automotive workers will be 
vacationing. Q :

Teen Talk: Health 


STOPPing Teen Pregnancy 





By Roseanne Simons, MSW, coordinator, 
Project STOPP! 

Teenagers inthe United States have 
one of the highest pregnancy rates in the 


western world — twice as high as that of ° 


England, Wales, France, and Canada. 
Every year, more than one million Ameri- 
can teenagers — one in nine women 
between the ages of 15 and 19—become 
pregnant. 

We know that some of the conse- 
quences of early childbearing are not 
good for the young mother or her baby. 
The younger the mother, the more likely 
itis that she and the baby will experience 
health problems as a result of late prena- 
tal care and poor nutrition. Many teen 
mothers are less educated than those 
who delay becoming mothers until their 
twenties or thirties; as a result, many of 
these women and their children are at 
risk of living in poverty. 

According to the Wayne County 
Health Department, almost 16% of all 
live births to Romulus residents are to 
teen mothers — compared to 9.3% forthe 
rest of Wayne County, excluding Detroit. 

What can we — as parents, educa- 
tors, and social workers — do to change 
this trend in teenage sexual activity in 
our community? Certainly, when parents 
and adolescents are able to communi- 
cate about sex and sexuality, we hope 
that the childrenwill make the decisionto 
postpone sexual activity. But we know 
that things don't always work out the way 
we hope that they will, despite all our 
efforts. 

That is why we at the Romulus Ado- 
lescent Health Center are excited about 
our new program, funded through the 
Michigan Department of Public Health. 
This program, called Project STOPP! 
(Students Talk on Pregnancy Preven- 
tion), will hire 15 Romulus High School 
students as peer educators. After being 
trained by professionals in the field, the 
peer educators will make presentations 
to students at the Junior High School and 
the High School, and to other community 
groups, about the importance of absti- 


nence far:teenagers. They will also talk « \ ings are opento'thé publicv a...’

about issues that all teens can relate to, 
including peer pressure. 

"Because we all tend to listen more 
closely to someone with whom we can 
relate, we are hopeful that the younger 
teens will listen to what their older peers 
have to say," said Kathleen Conway, 
director of the Heath Center. 

Project STOPP! will also include 
workshops and discussions with par- 
ents, as wellas astudent-produced video 
to be shown on local cable TV and in the 
schools. 

We are now in the process of hiring 
our peer educators, who willreceive about 
30 hours of training beginning this month 
so that they will be ready to go to the 
Junior High in the fall. Project STOPP! 
peer educators will be paid for their par- 
ticipation in the program. 

If you are a parent of a student who 
wants to become a peer educator, you 
will receive aletter telling you more about 
the program and asking your permission 
for your student to participate.

Bass Season Opens 

Michigan's bass season opened on 
May 29 this year — except on Lake St. 
Clair and the Detroit and St. Clair rivers, 
where opening day will be June 19. You 
have read my articles on the walleye 
fishing in the Detroit River; well, the same 
waters will produce large catches of large- 
and smallmouth bass. Remember that, 
at this particular fishery, we are adjoined 
with our Canadian neighbors — so, be- 
fore you venture out to try your luck, 
make sure that you have the right license. 

Because of the warm-water intakes 
along the River, the bait fish have the 
entire winter to harvest and grow. This 
makes it a veritable feast for the bass 
family. Many tournament anglers have 
used this resource for many years, so 
why nottry your skills on this great water- 
way? Between Lake St. Clair and Lake 
Erie, there are 32 miles of bass-produc- 
ing waters with numerous launch sites 
available.

Lake Erie 

When the weather permits us to fish, 
we are "limiting out" on large walleye in 
Lake Erie. The fish are found in a differ- 
ent location almost every trip. One day 
they are in nine to 12 feet of water; the 
next day they are found in 20 feet. Wher- 
ever the bait fish are, we find the walleye. 
Trolling with planer boards is still the 
most successful way to fish. Drifters are 
taking a few fish. 

Lake Michigan 

Sport fishermen in northern Lake 
Michigan should be alerted that the 1993 
minimum size for lake trout above the 
45th parallel, including all of Traverse 
Bay, is 24 inches. The size limit is not 
detailed in this year's fishing guide. 

The minimum size in all other Great 
Lakes areas is 10 inches. The current 
limit for Lake Michigan is two trout per 
day; elsewhere in the Great Lakes, in- 
cluding connecting waters and inland 
lakes, the lake-trout limit is three. 

The northern Lake Michigan size 
limit has been increased because the 
mortality rate has exceeded the target of 
45% in recent years, according to the 
DNR. State officials said that Native 
American fishermen will also have simi- 
lar reductions in lake-trout catch.

A Look at Wage Laws

It has been brought to my attention 
that an employer in Romulus is refusing 
to pay wages to his employees. This 
article is addressed to those individuals 
who have not been paid wages that are 
due them. 

First of all, an employer must pay 
each employee all wages earned on or 
before the first day of each month for all 
wages earned during the first 15 days of 
the preceding month and must pay on or 
before the fifteenth day of each month for 
all wages earned between the sixteenth 
and the last day of the preceding month. 

Employers may pay employees ona 
regularly scheduled weekly or biweekly 
basis if: 

* wages are paid on the established, 
regularly recurring payday, and 

* such payday occurs on or before the 
fourteenth day following the end of 
the work period for which the wages 
were earned. 

Also, an employer may pay wages 
monthly provided the employer pays the 
employee on or before the first day of the 
month for all wages earned during the 
preceding month. 

In short, if there is no agreement as 
to when an employee is to be paid, then 
the employee is to be paid by the first and 


_ the fifteenth day of each month. An agree- 


ment as to a specific payday is accept- 
able if the agreementis, in fact, adhered 
to, and the employee does not have to 
wait more than 14 days to be paid. 
Finally, a monthly pay schedule is 





acceptable if that is the agreement be- 
tween the parties and payment is made 
onthe first of each month for the preced- 
ing month's work. 

Any employee who feels that his 
employer has violated the law regarding 
the payment of wages may file a written 
complaint with the Michigan Department 
of Labor, 1200 Sixth Street, 15th Floor, 
Detroit, Michigan 48226; the phone num- 
ber is 256-3584. 

Of course, an employee may also 
file a civil suit in court for any wages 
earned but not paid. If the amount owed 
is under $1,750, the employee may bring 
suit inthe 34th District Court, Small Claims 
Division. This action would save the 
employee from attorney expenses. 

The Department of Labor has the 
power to levy a penalty against an em- 
ployer at the rate of 10% annually. The 
penalty would begin when a complaint is 
filed and would end when payment is 
made. Also, the Department may assess 
a civil penalty of not more than $1,000 
against an employer who refuses to pay 
wages, with civil penalty being credited 
to the State of Michigan's general fund.
